T Yokahomia, Japan, July 1st, 1899. 


Dear Parents:—As stated in my 


last letter, we arrived at Nagasaki. 
Japan, Monday, June 20th. 
The 


entrance to this port proved to be 
the most picturesque of any we have 
seen on our entire trip. 
The cn- 


•trance is even more complex than 
the Scioto river at its mouth, and 
when once in it is diflicult to tell 
how to get out. 


Here we were greeted by a Rus- 


sian fleet (six men of wat) showing 
us all tlie courtesy possible. 
The 


flagship Russia, at the mouth of the 
harbor, 
received us by 
bringing 


their band upon deck and playing 
the "Enquirer March." 
Of course 


we returned it in the usual 
man- 


ner, 
dipping our flag and cheering 


and passed on to the next une. who, 
in turn, did what is called 
"man 


ning the yards." that is sending 
her sailors up among the rigging, 
out on the masts, and doing all in 
her power tu amuse and interest us. 
The next, arid last one. we passed 
did what is called "spreading can- 
'as." That consists in stretching 
canvas over the upper decks of the 
ship, much as we do an awning, or, 
in fact, putting a "canvas roof" on 
the ship.
